For  the  Year  1798 


A CHARITABLE  INSTITUTION,  which  has  fo  long 
varioufly  and  effe&ually  promoted  the  public  Good,  will 
require  few  Obfervations  to  introduce  its  regular  Proceedings  and 
Events  : for  to  the  afflicted  Objefts  of  Humanity,  where  Sicknefs 
and  Penury  prevail,  the  (alutary  Aids  of  Medical  Beneficence, 
with  Healing  on  its  Wings,"  mull  be  moft  acceptable.  Amply 
qualified  to  remove  or  mitigate  acuteft  Suffering,  it  affords  to  them 
an  Afylum  of  Comfort  and  Confutation.  This  Affurance,  it  is  ar- 
dently hoped,  will  fecure  tofo  valuable  an  Eftablifhment  the  Sanc- 
tion and  Patronage  of  thofe  who  deduce  their  chief  Felicity  from 
conveying  the  Means  of  it  to  Others.  <c  Ineft  fua  Gratia They 
have  their  Reward:  not  merely  in  the  Certainty  of  the  Benefits 
derived  from  their  Liberality  ; but  in  thofe  exquifite  and  refined 
Senfations  and  Affe&ions,  which  the  fympathetic  Feelings  of  the 
Humane  can  folely  appreciate.  It  thus  accompanies  and  follows, 
by  prefent  Perceptions  and  future  Happinefs,  each  Act  of  genuine, 
difinterefted  Charity  ; proving  the  facred,  oft  exemplified  Adage, 
u It  is  better  to  give  than  to  receive."

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Of  the  Patients  remaining  upon  the  Regifler,  at  the  la  ft  Anni- 
verfary  Meeting,  it  may  be  proper  to  obferve  that  the  Diforders 
they  buffered  were  chiefly  Ch  ao n ic  : in  which  the  Effe&s  of 
general  Debility  or  a Tendency  to  Scrophula , could  be  detected. 
Of  rhefe  one  only,  in  173  Cafes,  proved  fatal.  Alterative  and 
(lengthening  Remedies  have  been  employed  with  fometimes 
more  than  palliative  Efficacy. 

The  Prevention  and  Cure  of  Contagious  Diseases,  in  the 
Abodes  of  Indigency,  are  perhaps  equally  difficult  to  accomplifh. 
No  Endeavours,  incur  Power,  have,  however,  been  wanting  to 
fulfil  the  Intention  of  this  benign  Endowment : and,  for  the  pre- 
fent  Year,  it  muff  prove  a Source  of  Satisfa&ion,  to  thofe  who 
countenance  and  fupport  it,  to  find  that  whilfl  the  neighbouring 
Villages  were  expofed  to  their  deftru£live  Ravages,  the  Diftri6l  af- 
figned  to  it  has  remained  in  a State  ofalmoft  perfeft  Salubrity. 

The  few  Inftances,  where  fuch  Epidemics  prevailed,  might  be 
generally  traced  to  a foreign  Introdu&ion  : and  we  are  happy  to 
intimate  that  the  ftudious  Exertions  to  relieve  their  Sufferings,  and 
interrupt  the  Courfe  of  fuch  alarming  Maladies,  were  for  the  moll 
Part  fuccefsful. 

In  Tangier-Jlreet , a Fever  of  the  low,  nervous  Type,  took  Place 
in  June  laft.  We  prefume  the  Contagion  had  been  received  in 
Ireland , from  the  frequent  Connexion  of  the  Patients  with  that 
Country.  The  Situation,  crowded  and  confined,  gave  Occafion 
to  its  immediately  feizing  not  lefs  than  eight  Perfons.  The  Symp- 
toms of  univerfal  Langour  and  Laflitude  firft  obtained ; but  were 
foon  followed  by  a Senfe  of  Coldnefs,  and  Tremor,  with  Pain  in 
the  Head  and  Back.  To  thefe  fucceeded  an  intenfe  Degree  of 
Heat  and  profufe  Perfpiration  ; with  infatiable  Thirft.  Reftlefs 
Inquietude,  Delirium,  and  fometimes  Stupor  occurred  in  the  ad- 
vanced Stages  of  the  Difeafe  ; the  Bowels  were  then  powerfully  af- 
fe&ed.  To  the  Sick  this  became  a Circumftance  mod  painful  and 
diftreffmg.  Putrefcent  Eruptions  in  the  Mouth  and  Throat  were 
alfo  obfervable.  The  ufual  Plan  of  Treatment  was  beneficially 
adopted.  Emetics  being  premifed,7W«  and  Stimulants  were  chief- 
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ly  relied  upon,  viz.  Aromatic  Serpentaria  Decoctions;  the  Bark; 
Port  Wine  and  Opiates ; particularly  towards  the  Crifis  of  the 
Difeafe,  when  the  Bowels  fuffered  a peculiar  Irritation.  The  Pa- 
tients, by  thefe  Means,  gradually  recovered  : though  feveral  con- 
tinued many  Weeks  in  a relaxed  and  debilitated  State,  requiring  a 
Regimen  nutritive  and  cordial.  To  arreft  the  Progrefs  of  fo  dan- 
gerous a Malady,  the  Meafures  bed  qualified  to  eradicate  or  pre- 
vent the  fpreading  of  Contagion  were  affiduoufly  executed  : and 
that  the  adjacent  Families  remained  free  from  Difeafe,  was  highly 
fatisfa&ory. 

As  applicable  to  fimilar  Occafions  it  may  not  be  improper  to  here 
enumerate  our  principal  PROPHYLACTICS. — Cleanlinefs—  the 
frequent  Change  of  Bed  Cloaths  and  Linen — the  conftant  Admif- 
fion  offrefh  Air — the  burning  of  Fuel — recent  White  Wafh — the 
Evolution  of  the  Nitrous  Acid  by  the  Mode  formerly  dire&ed — 
the  Explofion  of  Gun-powder,  or  its  Fumigation  combined  with 
Vinegar — that  of  Sulphur,Tobacco,Tar, acrid  Refins,Frankincenfe, 
Juniper  Berries,  Myrrh,  Camphire,  and  Quick  Lime. — The  pun- 
gent yet  grateful  Odour  of  aromatic  Herbs — the  Vapour  of  boil- 
ing Vinegar  impregnated  with  Myrrh.  — Preclude  every  Inter- 
courfe  or  Connection  with  infe&ed  Perfons  or  Places,  and  admit 
the  immediate  Interment  of  the  Dead  in  Fever.  The  Tone  of  the 
Syftem  (hould  be  fupported  by  the  judicious  Ufe  of  the  Cold  Bath 
— moderate  Labour  and  warm  Cloathings — a generous  Diet  with 
flimulant  Preparations  of  the  Bark  and  Bitters.  The  Influence  of 
the  deprefling  PafTions,  Fear  and  Grief,  to  be  carefully  guarded 
againft  : Tranquillity,  Chearfulnefs,  and  Fortitude  of  Mind  being 
the  beft  Prefervatives  from  the  Power  of  Contagion. 
y . Since  the  above  Period  a few  Cafes  of  the  fame  Species  of  Fever, 
cocurring  in  different  Parts  of  the  Town,  have  been  admitted  ; but, 
with  a folitary  fatal  Exception,  in  its  fall  Stage,  their  Recovery  was 
readily  effefted. 

The  Epidemical  Diseases  of  the  Autumn,  influenced  by 
their  exciting  Caufes  and  the  relative  State  of  the  Conflitution, 
were  in  many  Relpedts  various.  A few  Patients  fuffered  inflam-

matory  Symptoms  chiefly  affbfcling  the  Brea  ft  and  Side  ; attended 
with  a flight  Propenfity  to  cough  : but  the  greater  Number,  more 
generally  difordered,  complained  of  violent  Head-Ach  and  much 
Irritation  in  the  Stomach  and  Bowels.  This  lad  Symptom  had 
been  imputed  to  the  abundant  Ufe  of  Fruit;  but  in  many  Cafes 
it  might  more  probably  have  arifenfrom  the  moift  State  of  the  At. 
mofphere,  which  (ucceeded  that  of  exceffive  Heat  and  long  con* 
tinued  Dtynefs.  A Degree  of  Fever  preceded,  and  fometinies  ob- 
tained during  the  Progrels  of  the  Difeafe,  which  was  rarely  of  lefs 
than  ten  Days  Duration.  A Courfe  of  faiine  and  antimonial  Re- 
medies, with  plentiful  Dilution,  promoting  a gentle  Perlpiration, 
was  admitted,  where  an  inflammatory  Tendency  prevailed  : whilft 
the  fpafmodic  AffeHions  were  mitigated  and  overcome  by  Cor- 
dials an  d Opiates.  To  prevent  their  future  Recurrence,  and  cer- 
tainly obviate  the  Effe&s  of  Debility,  flrengthening  Medicines,  a 
reftorative  Diet,  and  moderate  Exercife  in  the  open  Air,  proved 
moll  efficacious. 

The  Contagions  of  Children,  in  all  populous  Communities, 
very  oft  powerfully  occur  ; and  as  moftJy  infefling  the  Habitations 
of  Poverty,  folicit  the  Succours  of  MEDICAL  CHARITY,  not 
only  to  relieve  and  cure  them,  but  alfo,  from  Motives  effentially 
ufeful,  to  prevent  their  further  alarming  Communication.  Of 
thefe  the  Natural  Small  Pox , fometimes  confluent  and  malignant, 
will  be  ever  accounted  the  moll  formidable  and  diflrefsful.  This 
Town  and  Neighbourhood,  during  the  Whole  of  the  paft  Year, 
have  never  been  quite  free  from  its  baneful  Prevalency.  Though 
from  the  late  general  Influence  of  the  Difeafe  it  could  not  be  ex- 
pedled  to  affe<5l  a great  Number,  yet  different  Situations  always 
prefented  a few  of  its  Sufferers.  The  Mortality,  in  the  Proportion 
of  1 to  17,  was  much  lefs  remarkable  than  ufual : yet  many  of  the 
Recoveries  were  completed  with  confiderable  Difficulty  : the  Dis- 
order, tedious  in  its  Progrefs,  being  marked  by  painful  Symptoms, 
and  oft  fucceeded  by  other  highly  deplorable  Affe6lions.  To  al- 
leviate the  Urgency  of  the  former,  and  prevent,  if  poffible,  a De- 
termination to  the  latter,  opiate,  cojrdial,  and  tonic  Remedies  were 
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freely,  and  in  many  Cafes,  fuccefsfully  adminiftered.  With  a 
View  to  introduce  a milder  Species  of  this  now  unavoidable  Ma- 
lady, an  immediate  Application  was  made  to  the  DISPENSARY 
for  INOCU LATION,  and  ioi  Children,  particularly  thofe  of  the 
adjacent  Villages,  have  obtained  its  prefervative  Benefits.  The 
former  Admiflions  were  l n l,  and  the  total  Number  of  inoculated 
Patients,  Gnce  the  primary  Eftablifhment  of  this  Institution, 

amounts  to  1212. The  favourable  Appearance  of  the  Hooping 

Cough  and  Scarlet  Fever  made  any  profeflional  Regard  rarely  ne- 
ceffary. 

To  the  extreme  Severity  of  the  Weather,  in  the  Winter  and 
Spring,  might  be  very  probably  attributed  not  only  the  frequent 
Recurrence  of  chronic  Maladies ; but  alfo  their  violent  and  peri- 
lous Tendency  : efpecially  in  the  Aged,  or  where  previous  acute 
Difeafe  had  debilitated  the  Syftem.  AJlhmay  Rheumatifm , 
Diarrhoea , and  General  Weaknefs , were  of  thefe  the  chief.  To  the 
major  Part  of  fuch  almoft  irremediable  Cafes  our  Attentions  have 
been  merely  palliative.  Though  we  could  not  certainly  prevent, 
it  was  generally  in  our  Power  to  retard  impending  Fatality.  Its 
Approach  would  hence  become  more  gradual  and  lefs  perceptible  : 
whilfl  to  the  remaining  Periods  of  Exiftence,  Moments  of  tranfienfc 
Relief,  and  fometimes  Intervals  of  permanent  Eafe,  might  be  happi- 
ly procured.  If  medical  Care  could  not,  under  fuch  deplorable 
Circumftances,  perfe&ly  obftruft,  it  was  at  leafl  enabled  to  be- 
nignly fmooth  the  Avenues  of  Death,  and  render  its  poignant 
Sufferings  in  many  Refpe&s  fupportable.  For  an  Operation  fo 
beneficial,  we  are  chiefly  indebted  to  the  Employment  of  Opiate 
Preparations : in  Dofes  proportioned  to  the  Urgency  of  the  then 
prefiding  Symptoms  : and  occafionally  repeated,  fo  as  to  fecure  or 
promote  their  tonic  or  alleviating  Influence. 

Private,  mod  exemplary  Generosity,  has  liberally  fupplied 
the  Fever  Patients  with  Wi n e and  Atten  dance  : which,  how- 
ever requifite  to  improve  medicinal  Aids,  were,  from  the  contraft- 
ed  State  of  the  Annual  Subfcriptions,  at  prefent,  totally  prohibit- 
ed. From  a fimilar  Source  of  diffufive  Beneficence,  to  which 

we 
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we  formerly  referred,  have  been  alfo  derived,  to  the  truly  neceffi- 
tous,  other  Modes  of  occational  Relief.  Long  protracted  con- 
fumptive  Maladies  were  efpecially  advantaged  by  that  pecuniary 
Afliftance  which  could  amply  furnifh  the  proper  nourithing  and 
comfortable  Articles.  The  deplorably  diftreffed  Situation  of  a 
Family  in  the  New  Town  may  be  here  fuitably  particularifed.  A 
Mother  and  one  grown-up  Daughter,  patiently  fuffering  its  de- 
ceptive, lingering  Symptoms,  were  confined  to  the  fame  Bed,  ma- 
ny Months  : whilft  another  Daughter,  the  Wife  of  a poor  induf- 
trious  Mechanic,  experienced  an  equal  Degree  of  this  incurable 
Diflemper.  The  fervent,  thankful,  reiterated  Benedictions  of 
all  thefe,  the  greatefl  ObjeCls  of  Compaffion,  it  is  not  lefs  our  Du- 
ty than  Inclination  to  refpe&fully  announce. 

From  the  Medical  it  will  be  requifite  to  proceed  to  the  Sur- 
gical Department  of  this  CHARITY  : in  which  the  Objeds 
are  equally  numerous  and  important.  To  the  Gentleman  who, 
from  its  Inftitution,  liberally  fupported,  and  judicioufly  governed 
it,  we  repeat  our  befl  Acknowledgments:  Not  unmindful,  at  the 
fame  Time,  of  thofe  Obligations  his  Successors,  by  their  Skill  and 
Affiduity,  have  conferred  upon  it.  Recolledive  of  the  many  in- 
terefling  Cafes  which  have  occurred  to  them,  efpecially  that  of 
Popliteal  Aneurijiiiy  requiring  a very  lingular,  and  which  afterwards, 
from  the  Sagacity  of  the  Surgeon,  became  amoftfuccefsful  Opera- 
tion, we  are  led  to  affedionately  regret  his  unexpeded  Dilfolution. 
When  Genius  and  Judgment,  matured  by  Observation, 
through  extenlive  Experience,  had  amply  qualified  him  to  exer- 
cife  his  profeflional  Abilities  with  not  lefs  Credit  and  Satisfadion 
to  himfelf  than  Advantage  to  fuffering  Mortals,  he  was  haflily  ta- 
ken from  us.  Difeafe,  in  various  Forms,  originating  from  the  fame 
debilitating  Caufe,  had  long  afflided  his  Exigence,  and,  at  length, 
happily  to  him,  induced  its  final  Termination. — Public  Gratitude 
will  unqueflionably  unite  with  private  Affedion  in  deploring  a Fate 
fo  premature.  It  has  been,  however,  well  obferved,  that  the  Dura- 
tion of  human  Life  fhould  not  be  eflimated  from  the  frequent  Re- 
volution of  Years  : but  by  the  Deeds  of  Mercy  and  Utility  which 

diflinguifh 
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diftinguifh  it : We  muft,  therefore,  though  reluflant,  regardful  of 
the  Benefits  already  deduced  from  his  friendly  and  judicious  At- 
tentions, perfe&ly  accord  with  the  juft,  yet  contraftive,  Sentiment 
of  the  Poet : 

tr  Learn,  learn,  ye  Humble,  and  reflect,  ye  Sage, 

" A Life,  fo  finifh’d,  is  a Nestor’s  Age.” 

This  Eftablifhment  has  ftill  an  Opportunity  of  attefting  the 
Obligations  which  the  ingenious  Treafurer  of  the  Royal  Hu- 
mane Society  beftows  upon  it  by  regularly  tranfmitting,  not 
I only  the  Systematic  Reports,  but  alfo  every  Publication  con- 
ne&ed  with  the  important  Subject  of  Sufpended  Animation . That 
i this  Situation  has  not  lately  prefented  the  Obje&s  of  it,  is  an  Af- 
! furance  highly  confolatory.  Should,  however,  any  fuch  in  future 
occur,  the  Inftru6tions,  fo  amply  delivered,  will  enable  us  to  apply 
the  Means  recommended,  with  the  greateft  Probability  of  Succefs. 

To  the  Funds  fupportive  ofthis  Dispensary,  as  accurately  ftated 
in  the  following  Report,  it  may  be  here  requifite  to  briefly  advert, 
i Gradually  reducing,  from  feveral  inevitable  Caufes,  they  are  now 
very  inadequate  to  completely  accomplifti  its  falutary  Intentions. 
A Review  of  that  Lift  of  numerous  and  refpe£Iable  Contributors, 
which,  in  the  Years  1783-4,  firft  introduced  fo  humane  an  Under- 
taking to  the  Notice  of  the  Public,  and  afterwards  generoufly  fup- 
ported  it,  will  neceffarily  induce  a Variety  of  affecting  Conlidera- 
tions.  Nearly  one  Half  of  the  Number  has  been  removed  from 
this  chequered  Scene,  to  obtain,  in  a better  World,  a Compenfa- 
tion  for  thefe  their  Labours  of  Charity.  Several,  from  a Series  of 
misfortunate  Events,  were  compelled  to  withdraw  their  ufual 
Bounties.  Whilft  the  Mutability  of  all  temporal  Concernments 
is  thus  evinced,  we  cannot  refrain  fincerely  lamenting  the  Lofs  this 
Inflitution  has  lately  fuffered  in  the  Death  of  its  original  Promo- 
ter, and  firft  very  munificent  Subscriber.  Supreme  in  the  Ma- 
giftracy  of  this  County,  he  many  Years  fulfilled,  with  ftrifleft 
^Integrity,  and  confummate  Judgment,  its  important  Obligations. 
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No  Opportunity  was  ever  reje&ed  of  zealoufly  endeavouring  to 
meliorate  the  Condition,  or  relieve  the  Neceflities  of  diftrefsfui  In- 
digency : for  his  were  the  mild,  the  benevolent,  and  patriotic  Vir- 
tues, which  bed  adorn,  dignify,  and  advantage  Humanity.  Not 
lefs  amiable  in  focial  Life  than  ufeful  to  the  Community,  long  may 
his  Memory  be  revered  and  refpe&ed ! The  Sigh  and  the  Tear  of 
Affe&ion  will  involuntarily  effufe  themfelves,  and  excite  Senfa- 
tions  the  mod  exquifite  and  complacent.  To  this  lad,  well  merit- 
ed Tribute  of  regardful  Edeem,  it  can  only  be  added — Requiefcat 
in  Pace. 

May  that  liberal  and  benign  Spirit,  which  contributes  fo  vari- 
oudy  to  fuccour  the  Miferable,  influence  the  Approbation  of  the 
W ealthy  and  Compassionate,  in  Favour  of  the  peculiarly  dif- 
trefled  Obje&s  of  this  Establishment!  May  the  Endeavour  to 
alleviate  their  prefent  Sufferings,  and  aid  in  their  future  Comfort, 
evince  an  Attachment  to  its  Intereds;  and  prove  that  we  bed  fym- 
pathize  with,  by  effectually  relieving,  them  : for  Human  Exidence, 
in  the  helpkfs  Condition  of  the  Indigent,  may  be  aptly  compared 
to  a feeble  and  delicate  Plant  which  requires  the  frequent  Interpo- 
fition  of  artificial  Aflidance,  to  rear  and  preferveit  from  Drooping 
and  Decay.  To  afcend  in  the  Scale,  or  add  a Link  to  the  Chain 
of  Beneficence , which  unites  all  Mankind,  is  an  immediate  Duty ; 
and  will  be  a permanent  Happinefs.  Our  Nature,  imitative  of 
the  univerfal  Donor  of  Goon,  hence  arrives  at  higher  Degrees  of 
Perfe6tion  : fince  the  further  we  advance  in  fulfilling  it,  the  fubli- 
mer  our  Attainment  and  Gratification  become.  We  are  alfo  af- 
fu  redly  told  that  fUch  OBLATIONS  of  CHARITY  fhall  return 
to  us,  after  many  Days;  richly  fraught  with  the  ardent  Acknow- 
ledgments of  the  following  Obje&s  they  have  generoufly  Commi- 
ferated. 

An  additional  Reward,  above  all  Edimation,  afligned  to  thefe 
and  fimilar  A£ls  of  Phi  e Anthropy,  mud  arife  from  theconfcious 
Rectitude  of  our  Intentions,  and  the  Felicity  we  fhall 
eventually  obtain  in  that  Kingdom*  where  neither  Langour 
nor  Pain,  Disease,  nor  Death,  can  ever  enter*
